NEW FAR NORTH 


FLIGHT RECORD 
ESTABLISHED 


Pilot W. A. Spence Sets 
New Mark for Penetrat- 
ing Arctic 


Undertaken at a time when it 
considered extremely hazardous to fly 
in the Arctic, the farthest north com- 
mercial fiight inthe Dominion of 
Canada was recently made by a 
Fairchild plane of Spence McDonough 
Airways, piloted by W. A. Spence 
from Fort Hearne, to Walker Bay, in 
the northwest corner of Victoria 
island Fort Hearne is in Corona- 
tion Gulf, at the mouth of Coppermine 
river 

Spence made the flight with no 
additional preparations He simply 
took off from Fort Hearne after 
breakfast on September 7, with In- 
spector Bonnycastle, of the H.B.C., as 
a passenger, and carried enough gas 
for the round trip of 600 miles 
BACK AT HEARNE 

By supper time the same evening, 
the Fairchild was back at Fort Hearne 


who had confidently predicted disas- 
ler However, it had landed Inspector 
Bonnycastie at the post on Victoria
